The trial of 
Adolph Lubrich, 
charged with murder in the first 
degree for the killing of W . II. 
Hartman, the wealthy miller, of 
Warrensburg, began there yester­ 
day afternoon. 
The following jury 
was picked from a venire of sixty 
men : 
A . P. Booker, Isaac Kinsey, J. 
M. Tatlor, J. H. Dickerson, W iley 
Jones, F . A . Myers, J o e lC . Smith, 
S. J. Foster, W . S. Springgate, 
Robert Coats, T. J. Lanham, H. 
C . Taylor. 
A ll, with one excep­ 
tion, are farmers, and live in dis­ 
tant parts of the county. 
On the night of the 5th of Sep­ 
tember, Lubrich who had returned 
secretly from Nor*h Dakota, found 
Hartman and Mrs. Lubrich in the 
latter’s bedroom. 
He forced open 
the door and fired three shots, each 
taking effect. 
The coroner’s jury 
returned a 
verdict 
of justifiable 
homicide. 
Later the grand jury 
took the matter up and Lubrich 
was indicted for murder in the first 
degree, arrested and placed in jail. 
The opening statement for the 
state, made by 
J. 
W . Suddath, 
showed that the prosecution would 
prove, in addition to the facts here­ 
tofore published, that Lubrich ad­ 
mitted shooting 
Hartman in the 
back after he had been knocked to 
the tloor by his first shot. 
Also, 
that he endeavored to procure sev­ 
eral persons at 
Lexington to go 
with him to Warrensburg, telling 
them of the relations Hartman sus­ 
tained to his wife, 
and 
that 
he 
could be compelled to pay them 
$4,000 or 
$5,000, 
which 
they 
would divide. 
It will also be proved that L u ­ 
brich was regularly in receipt of 
money from his wife, the price of 
her infidelity, and that he knew its 
source. 
The statement of the pos­ 
session of this evidence by the state 
has caused a revulsion in public 
sentiment, and few expect an ac­ 
quittal. 
The trial will likely con­ 
sume the remainder of the week. 
Tames Logan, J. P. Hampton 
and Charles Thomas, the first offi­ 
cer on the scene, testified to find­ 
ing Hartman dead with a pistol 
lying by his side. 
Dr. L. M. Horn, coroner, de­ 
scribed the wounds and showed 
that each of the three was fatal. 
Sam S. Stark, a reporter at the 
time, testified to Lubrich’s state­ 
ments in interviews. 
John A . Hedge, of Lexington, 
next went on the stand. 
The state 
at this point desired to introduce 
a conversation between the witness 
and Lubrich, 
based on a 
letter 
written by Mrs. Lubrich, dated 
Warrensburg, January, 
1898, 
to 
Lubrich, who was then in Lexing­ 
ton. 
The defense 
objected, on 
the 
ground that the letter was a privi­ 
leged 
communication 
between 
husband and wife. 
The state con­ 
tended that 
the 
letter 
was 
no 
longer a privileged communication 
after it was shown to a third party. 
The whole case turns on this point. 
Court adjourned until this morn­ 
ing to allow the judge to look up 
authorities on the objection.

L o n d o n , March 1 6 .— The Daily 
Graphic this morning publishes a 
letter from a British naval officer 
in Manila, under date of February 
7, describing the beginning of the 
fighting between 
the Americans 
and Filipinos, which, he says, was 
due to an attempt on the part of the 
latter to rush an American post. 
“ The British officers,” he con­ 
tinued, “ were not allowed to land 
until the day following the battle 
and 
were 
even then 
prohibited 
from going to the front, but on 
yesterday’s battlefield I saw Fili­ 
pino prisoners burying heaps of 
their dead. 
“ It cannot for 
a 
moment 
be 
doubted that the Americans fought 
with gallantry and pluck, while 
rebels, 
who 
were 
armed 
with 
Mausers and 
Remingtons, main­ 
tained a stubborn defense. 
Their 
dead bodies testify to this. 
It is 
also clear that the Filipinos were 
astounded and demoralized by the 
American tactics and the vigorous 
pursuit the 
Americans 
kept up 
throughout the day, instead of fol­ 
lowing, as the Filipinos expected, 
the 
Spanish 
custom 
of mid-day 
rest.”

BURGLAR NOT WANTED. 


Stole Clothes Impregnated With Mi­ 
crobes of Smallpox. 


Will Not Be Relieved at Manila Un­ 
less He Requests It. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C., March 16. 
— Replying to a call made by Sec­ 
retary Long, the bureau of medi­ 
cine and surgery has stated that 
there is nothing in the records, as 
received from the fleet surgeon of 
the Asiatic squadron to show that 
Adm iralDewey has been or is in bad 
health. In view of this fact the de­ 
partment has determined not to ask 
Admiral Dewey to make any state­ 
ment relative to his physical con­ 
dition, and lie will remain in com­ 
mand of the naval force at Manila 
just as long as he desires. 
It is 
the belief of the officials 
of 
the 
navy department that the admiral’s 
condition is correctly described in 
the dispatch from Manila on Sun­ 
day— that he is tired out in conse­ 
quence of the great strain under 
which he has been laboring and 
needs a rest. 
The department is 
quite willing that he should have 
it, but it does not care to relieve 
him from his command unless he 
should specifically request it.

was brought into contact with men of 
•nil descriptions; the best 
and the 
those who stood at the top of 
society and those who vegetated at 
the verv bottom— the tramps and the 
so-called incorrigible criminals. 
1 
had ample opportunities to watch the 
ways and habits of the peasants in 
their daily life, and still more oppor­ 
tunities to appreciate how little the 
state administration could give 
to 
than, even though it was animated by 
¡The very best intentions. Fin ally, my 
extensive journeys, during which 1 
traveled over oO^OUO miles in carts, 
on board steamers, in boats, and es­ 
pecially on horseback, had a wonder­ 
ful effect in strengthening my health. 
They also taught me how little man 
really needs as soon as he comes out 
of the enchanted circle of conven­ 
tional civilization. W ith a few pounds 
of bread and a few ounces of tea in a 
leather bag, a kettle and a hatchet 
hanging at the side of the saddle, and 
under the saddle a blanket, to 
be 
spread at the campfire upon a bed of 
freshly-cut spruce twigs, a man feels 
wonderfully 
independent, 
even 
amidst unknown mountains thickly 
clothed with woods, and in 
winter 
time. 
Siberia is not the land buried in 
snow and peopled with exiles only, 
that it is imagined to be, even by many 
Russians. 
In its southern parts it is 
as» rich in mineral productions as are 
the southern parts of Canada; and be­ 
side half a million of natives, it has a 
population of more than 4,000,000 
as thoroughly Russian as that to the 
north of Moscow.
